Applicant's request for consideration has been fully considered but they are not persuasive 
because of the following reasons: 

Applicant amended independent claims. These amendments require further consideration 
because either scope of the claims has been changed when interpreting existing claim limitation 
in conjunction with amended limitation, or amendment does not place the application in 
condition for allowance, some examples are: 

Claim 1 limitation a line 2) "forming a program database by dividing multimedia information 
into items of partial information"; 

Claim 1 limitation b, line 6) " searching for an item ... the program database ... to a user". 
Claim 3 limitation c, line 6) " a second database configured to divide the multimedia 
information . . . items for multimedia information . . . externally inputted". 
Claim 3 limitation d, line 11) "a search engine configured ... to find program featured ... the 
found searched program feature data". 

Claim 17 limitation a, line 6) " a search engine ... an item . . . with searched program feature 



data".
